Detroit Metro welcomes new airlines and millions in revenue

Millions of dollars new re- 
venue may be arriving in the 
area along with the flights of a 
new international airline at De- 
troit Metropolitan area. 

The United States Depart- 
ment of Transportation (DOT) 
recently announced the deci- 
sion to grant authority for KLM 
Royal Dutch Airlines to begin 
regular, direct, non-stop flights 
between Amsterdam, Nether- 


lands and Detroit. The transi- 
tion should take place within 90 
days. 

“This is the news we have 
been waiting for,” stated 
Wayne County Executive Ed- 
ward H. McNamara. "We have 
been working hard on a 
strategic plan to attract more 
international service to Detroit 
Metropolitan Wayne County 
Airport. This is our first foreign 
flag route since initiating that 
endeavor. 

KLM will be flying a Boeing 
747 combination passenger/ 


cargo aircraft. This plane has 
the ability to seat 281 passen- 
gers and carry 40 tons of cargo. 
They plan to fly twice a week 
and may soon expand to a daily 
schedule. 


County officials selected 
Washington D.C. -based Kurth 
and Company, an aviation 
marketing and management 
firm, to assist in making the 
best possible case for DOT 


approval. 

"Our consultant has advised 
us that service between a U.S. 
city and a European hub, 
assuming a 747 aircraft with 
daily flights, can result in a tot- 
al favorable economic impact 
upwards of $270 million annual- 
ly for the United States, most of 
it in the local economy,” stated 
Robert Braun, Wayne County 
Director of Airports. ‘‘Of 
course KLM will not start out 
with daily flights, but a 747 can 
transport considerably more 
passengers and cargo.” 


The move was also supported 
by many Michigan business 
and civic leaders who wrote to 
the DOT Secretary Samuael 
Skinner at the urging of McNa- 
mara. 

‘‘In an era when Wayne 
County and Michigan are sear- 
ching for economic diversifica- 
tion, we can do nothing better 
than to encourage the develop- 
ment of increased internation- 
al airline service,” McNamara 
stated. “The economic benefits 
to the region are enormous.”

After placing first in their 
age category for Romulus, 
each of the kids will go on to a 
regional competition to com- 
pete with children from 13 
other area cities. 

“There are ten different re- 
gionals held throughout the 
state and the winners in each 
age group get a chance to 
compete against kids 
throughout the state,” said 
Tina Bertschinger, coordina- 
tor with the Romulus Recrea- 
tion Department 

The competition is spon- 
sored to allow youngsters 
from ages 8 to 13 to show their 
talents in punting, passing 


and place kicking with scores 
based on accuracy and dis- 
tance. 

Local competitions began 
Sept. 9 and will continue 
through Oct. 5. Top finishers 
in Romulus will be compet- 
ing in regional in Homer Ho- 
ward Park-Doyle Field at 1 
p.m. Oct. 20. 

“Top finishers from that 
competition will then go to 


state finals at the Silverdome 
as part of a Detroit Lions 
game,” Bertschinger said. 

The Punt, Pass and Kick 
Competition is sponsored by 
Gatorade and the National 
Football League as well as 
the Michigan Recreation and 
Park Association and the 
Romulus Recreation Depart- 
ment. 


“The contest makes for 
good competition,” Pitel 
said. “It’s a good experience 
and a lot of fun.” 

Other Romulus winners in 
the competition included 
Joshua Williams, 8; Steven 
Usher, 9; Alfred Chadwick. 
10; and Steve Bednar, 11. 
They' will also be competing 
in the regionals. 


Police question 
chicken abductor 


One Romulus youth has be- 
gun to regret that his barbe- 
qued chicken is so irresistable. 

According to police, Jermain 
Henley, 14, was barbecuing 
chicken at his mother’s home 
in the 34400 block of Beverly 
Road when three young men 
came lurking around the grill. 

Reports described one of the 
boys as a 13-year-old student at 
Romulus Junior High who 
“...kept asking for a piece of 
chicken.” 

When Henley refused to 
share his dinner, the youth 
snatched a piece of the bird 
right off the grill, giving it to his 
two friends. 

On the youth’s attempt to 


reach for another piece, Hen- 
ley blocked him, then found 
himself face to face with a 
handgun pulled from the waist- 
band of the 13-year-old. 

The youngster thrust the 
weapon “..two inches from 
Henley’s face and said, ’I'll 
take a piece if 1 want one’,” re- 
ports say. 

The boy then took a piece of 
chicken and ate it. 

According to reports, a war- 
rant issued Thursday in Wayne 
County Juvenile Court charges 
the 13-year-old with armed rob- 
bery and possession of a 
firearm during a felony in this 
Sept. 1 incident. 


Wall-shattering thieves 
sought by local police

It was hardly business as 
usual in Romulus last week. 

A rash of five robberies in 
two nights were reported from 
businesses on Merriman Road 
between Smith and Ecorse 
roads, according to police. And 
in two of the five, burglars en- 
tered through the wall rather 
than a door or window, accord- 
ing to police. 

“Three of the entries were in 
a strip mall where the thief or 
thieves apparently broke a lock 
to enter through one front door, 
then broke holes in the walls to 
enter the other two. ” said 


Romulus Police detective Lt. 
Kenneth Kraus. 

The first two thefts were re- 
ported Wednesday morning 
and apparently occurred Tues- 
day night after the businesses 
closed. Thursday morning, 
there were reports that three 
others along the same street 
had been broken into Wednes- 
day night. 

An undisclosed amount of 
cash was reported stolen in 
each case, police said. 

Police currenlty have no 
leads and no witnesses have 
been produced. Information re- 
garding the incidents should be 
referred to the detective 
bureau at 941-8400. 


Pilot lauded in landing

The quick thinking and reac- 
tion of one pilot averted what 
could have been a tragedy at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
last Friday. 

Thanks to the alert mind of 
Capt. Jerry Hardesty, all 127 
passengers and seven crew 
members aboard Flight 197 
walked away from an 
emergency landing without a 
scratch. 

“The pilot did an outstanding 
job,” said Mike Duggan, depu- 
ty county executive for Wayne 
County. "It could have been a 
very dangerous situation, but 
everyone walked away safe.” 

The Continental Airlines 747 
three-engine jet was bound 
from Metro to Denver when, 
shortly after the 4:30 p.m, 
takeoff, the crew noticed the 
landing gear had not retracted, 
according to Continental 
spokesman Richard Danforth 

He commented that when the 


crew tried to retract it, the left 
main gear became stuck near 
the up position. 

While assessing the situa- 
tion, Hardesty, a 25-year Con- 
tinental pilot veteran, con- 
tinued to circle the airport for 
more than two hours to burn off 
fuel to lighten the plane for 
emergency landing, according 
to FAA officials. 

He also contacted Continen- 
tal Headquarters in Houston 
and the Boeing Co., based in 
Seattle, the manufacturer of 
the plane. 

“We found out what our op- 
tions were, and opted to make a 
wheels-up landing.” Hardesty 
was reported as saying. 

He then walked through the 
cabin to explain the emergency 
procedure to the passengers 
before making the landing at 
6:50 p.m. 

Official report that before 
the landing, emergency crews 
put fire-retardant foam on the 
runway They said it took 8.000 


feet of runway to stop the air- 
craft which finally came to rest 
after sparks began spraying 
from a dragging left wing. 

Fortunately, there were no 
injuries, and, because the land- 
ing was so smooth, all on board 
able to exit the plane using the 
rear stairway instead of 
emergency chutes, officials 
said. 

When later asked if he was 
afraid, Hardesty replied, 
“...never. We’re trained to 
handle these situations." He 
went on to say “I’m not a 
hero.” 

But many disagree. 

‘‘He did an absolutely 
tremendous job,” Danforth 
commented. 

The emergency caused the 
airport to close for about 45 mi- 
nutes. The 747 was cleared 
from the runway by Saturday

Area walkers take a step 
forward for world hunger

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally will be putting on her 
walking shoes, to join the 
mayor and city manager of 
Belleville and the Van Buren 
Township supervisor on a Sun- 
day afternoon stroll this fall. 

For the 10th year, members 
of Belleville area and Romulus 
churches will join together in a 
Crop Walk to alleviate world 
hunger. For the first time, Bel- 
leville Mayor Glenn Silvenis, 
City Manager Robert Herron, 
Van Buren Township Super- 
visor David Jacokes and McA- 
nally will join the members of 
the participating churches in 
an effort to collect $15,000 in 
donations. 

On Oct. 6, 200 walkers from 
seven churches will walk from 
St. Anthony’s Catholic Church, 
Belleville, to Community Un- 
ited Methodist Church, Romu- 
lus, and back, approximately 
11 miles. The walkers will soli- 
cit pledges for each mile 
walked, and the donations will 
be made to the 1991 Crop Walk.

in Chihuahua with food, clo- 
thing and medicine. 

• Nicaragua for seed money 
to establish a dairy herd and to 
improve child nutrition. 

• Sudan for food, blankets 
and school kits. 

• Vietnam for medicine, 
medical supplies and milk for 
flood victims. 

• Middle East and Persian 
Gulf area to provide blankets, 
warm clothing and supplies to 
Kurdish and other refugees. 

Area businesses are being 
solicited for donations, and 
those who contribute Church 
World Services/Crop Walk pro- 
ject will display red signs in 
their windows, according to 
Father Hagan. Walkers will be 
wearing donated Crop Walk 
hats. 

“In 1990, 150 local people par- 
ticipated in the walk and and 
more than $10,300 was col- 
lected.

Unexpected guests cause ‘buzz’

Jack Clark of Romulus 
awoke to find about 5,000 unex- 
pected guests in his front yard 
this week. 

Guests that could be consi- 
dered silent but deadly. 

‘‘I just happened to look up 
and there they were,” he said. 
“I didn’t see them there yester- 
day so they must have built 
their house overnight.” 

The “house” he speaks of is 
about the size of four basket- 
balls, he said. It’s a hornet nest, 
housing a colony of more than 
5,000 hornets. 

“This is a very big season for 
hornets,” said Gary Maples, 
owner of Maples Environmen- 
tal Pest Control of Westland. 
“I’ve already done about 30 to 
40 hornet exterminations this 
year, most of them lately.” 

He said fall is normally the 
season for hornets and yellow 
jackets, but they’ll be especial- 
ly active this year because the 
summer season was longer 
than usual. 

“Usually, Michigan has 
short seasons, but we had an 
early summer this year which 
has allowed pests more time to 
develop,” Maples said.

Hornets and yellow jackets 
live in colonies within nests 
built above or below ground 
and are characterized by thejr 
colors of mostly yellow Or 
black. Their nests consist of 
several tiers or circular layers 
of cells enclosed within a 
grayish paper covering with an 
entrance on the underside. 

The adult of the species is 
capable of both stinging and 
biting, both of which can be 
very painful and, in some 
cases, fatal. 

Although reports show that it 
would take about 500 stings del- 
ivered in a short period of time 
to provide a lethal dose to a hu- 


man being, there are many 
who are allergic to the venom 
produced by a hornet or bee, 
and those people may develop 
severe reactions that demand 
immediate treatment. 

Symptoms of a allergic reac- 
tions include massive swelling, 
redness, vomiting, rapid heart 
beat or trembling. If a person is 
not allergic to the sting, local 
symptoms should disappear af- 
ter a 24-hour period. 

If you have a nest in your 
yard, it may be best to call an 
exterminator. Many will give 
free estimates and arrive soon 
after the call. 

In the meantime, Maples 
warned that hornets and yellow 
jackets are extremely aggres- 
sive and should not be pro- 
voked. 

“If they get mad, they will 
come after you,” he said. “And 
they can be deadly.” 

Clark has not yet decided 
whether or not to have the col- 
ony building in his yard exter- 
minated. He realizes that if he 
does, the nest may be ruined. 

‘‘I might just wait until the 
cooler weather when the hor- 
nets move out to remove the 
nest so I can donate it to the 
local schools for the kids to 
study,” Clark said.

An Ordinance to further amend Ordinance No. 76-16L as 
amended, being an Ordinance to regulate and license the distribution and 
operation of mechanical amusement devices and to provide a penalty for 
the violation thereof, be and it is hereby further amended by amending 
Sections 1.6, 1.1 1, and 2.1 to read as follows: 

Section 1.6 “Exhibitor" shall mean any person who operates a business 
establishment and displays for public patronage or keeps for operation 
therein, either as lessee, bailee, owner or otherwise, more than four 
mechanical amusement devices as herein defined. 

Section 1.11 “Arcade" shall mean any premises open to the public 
wherein are assembled and available for use, more than four mechani- 
cal amusement devices as herein defined. 

Section 2.1 “License Required". No person shall carry on any of the 
activities of an “Exhibitor", nor shall any person, owner, operator, or 
location owner, of an arcade operate, cause to be operated or permit the 
operation of any mechanical amusement device without first obtaining 
a license and paying the required fees thereof. 

Section 2. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Ordinance shall become effective 
on theZZih-day of September. 1991.

CATARACT FACTS 

Many people think that a cataract is a film 
growing over the eye. Actually, a cataract is a 
clouding of the normal human lens inside our eye. 
behind the pupil. 

Cataracts seem to be part of the aging process, although they can occur in 
young persons. Cataracts are more common in parts of the world that receive 
a great deal of sunshine, such as India. We think that ultraviolet light from the 
sun may tend to cause cataracts. 

There is no proven way to prevent cataracts, although some studies have 
been done to see if long term use of aspirin will prevent cataract formation. 

The cataract is removed through an incision on the eye which is less than 
half an inch long. After the clouded human lens is removed, a plastic lens, 
called a lens implant, measuring less than 1/4 inch, is placed in the eye. 

Nowadays lens implants are not *sewn" into the eye. They have flexible 
plastic 'legs* which hold them permanently in place. 

Some eye surgeons are using lens implants with an ultraviolet absorbing tint 
in them, to protect the eye from the harmful rays of the sun.

To the editor: 1990 ushered in 
a new decade by breaking a 
frightening record: 23,438 
Americans were murdered last 
year-more than in any single 
year of the previous decade, 
according to the FBI Uniform 
Crime Report. Firearms were 
the weapon of choice in nearly 
60 percent of the murders. 

It becomes harder and har- 
der to rationalize the growing 
violence around us when we 
realize that the areas with the 
fastest-rising levels of crime 
are rural states, according to a 
recent Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee Report. Nebraska, Col- 
orado, Kansas, Arkansas, Iowa 
and Oklahoma, among others, 
all had higher increases in the 


A method to 
the madness? 

Enough is enough. 

Just how many so called "tax-reform plans” are taxpayers 
going to be faced with before the little worm of suspicion 
begins to knaw at our collective voting psyche? 

We are beginning to have some doubts as to the sincerity 
and viablility of many of these plans given the number are 
variety now under consideration in our state. There is the 
Headlee Tax Plan, there is the Engler Plan, there is the 
Democratic Reform Plan and the Republicans, too, have a 
plan in the works. Then we have plans for the redistribution of 
school tax base financing, plans to cut spending in nearly 
every state-funded area and even a plan to cut two state 
representatives from the legislature. 

What is going on? Which plan is genuine? What are the 
differences between them? What do they mean? 

Frankly, we wish we knew. We’ve talked to legislators, 
we’ve listened to the arguments and the presentations, we’ve 
read the literature mailed to us and we still don’t understand 
what the meaning of several of these plans is or how it will 
affect the taxpayers in our area. 

We have begun to seriously consider the possibility that this 
flurry of activity to cut taxes and reform spending is a plan to 
see that nothing actually happens. With this many proposals 
and this many plans, the discussion, the rhetoric and the 
“committee meetings” could last into infinity. Or at the very 
least until it is too late. 

We urge the abandonment of petty, political concerns and 
loyalties and a combined and sincere effort to help those who 
need it so desperately in this time of economic uncertainty. 

A good idea that 
may not work 

"There are only two kinds of ideas. Good ideas that work 
and good ideas that don’t.” 

Those sentiments, often expressed by a wise man we once 
knew, seem to exemplify the recent effort of the city of Inkster 
to attempt to franchise utilities within the municipality. On 
the surface, the logic of those most enthusiastic in the pursuit 
of this idea is sound, indeed. If, in fact, cable television com- 
panies pay a portion of the revenue from subscribers to the 
city as a fee for doing business within the boundaries, then 
why not other utility companies. The argument presently 
being put forth in support of the idea includes the claim that 
other cities in other states have undertaken this program 
effectively. 

We see two flaws in the plan. 

First, who will pay this fee? On the surface, the claim is that 
the utility company will have to share a portion of the profits 
reported at the end of the year and take less, sending a check 
to the municipality. We don’t think that’s about to happen. 
Were this plan to become effective and the utility companies 
be forced to pay the city, we suspect there would be a rate 
increase to customers to cover not only the fee to the city but a 
bit more for the “administration” involved in record-keeping 
and check preparation. 

Yes, we understand the role of the Public Service Commis- 
sion in this, but if the utility companies present the franchise 
fee to the city as an expense, a rate increase would most likely 
be authorized by that commission, based on past perform- 
ance. 

Our second reason is quite simple. With cable companies, 
there are usually two or more bidders wishing to build the 
system and provide service to the city. As it is, there is no 
viable alternative to the present providers of telephone, elec- 
tric and gas service to the city of Inkster. Why would these 
companies pay a franchise fee when if prohibited from provid- 
ing service in the city, there simply wouldn’t be any? 

Can the city of Inkster exist without lights, water, heat and 
phones? Are the services of private utility companies avail- 
able and is the cost fair to the residents? 

This seems to be a good idea that will not work, although we 
would like nothing better than to be proven wrong in this 
situation.

Pasta ! 


Pasta is a simple food, popular around the world for its versatility, value and nutrition. It can also be part of a 
smart, healthy-eating program. The Surgeon General’s Report on Nutrition and Health recommends that we 
increase consumption of complex c carbohydrates while decreasing our fat intake. Pasts - made basically from 
wheat and water - is a perfect choice to meet this recommendation. 

Pasta is a nutrient-dense food which by itself contains very little fat. Its calories are even a source of protein, 
although it requires a little meat sauce, beans or grated cheese to make it a complete protein. Pasta also provides 
iron, riboflavin, niacin, calcium, thiamine and fiber and has added nutritional value when made with whole 
wheat and'or spinach. 

You can find pasta recipes for every course, from soup to dessert. The challenge is to avoid (or alter) recipes 
calling for high-fat ingredients that can subvert the low fat nature of pasta. These include recipes with significant 
amounts of butter, oil, meat, cheese or mayonnaise, or those featuring fried noodles.
